Discredit News 
Of Engaoemeot 



Russian Naval Authorities do 
Not Beileve Battle Has 
Been Fought. 



Vessels Reported Were Probably 
Sent Out to Confuse 
Togo. 



St. Petersburg May 27.— (3:30 a. m.) 
— While a flying raid of one or two com- 
merce destroyers in tho eastern sea is ad- 
mitted as a possibility by the naval au- 
thorities here, these authorities are loath 
to believe that any engagement of Uo- 
jestvensky's squadrons in rao important 
sense has taken place, as reported from 
(Shanghai. They prefer to assume that 
t'he unspecified Russian ships reported to 
he outside Shanghai, like the six which 
entered hhe port of Woosung, are units 
•of tho transport fleet without special 
fighting value, and that perhaps they 
'have been sent thither to confuse the 
scent lor Togo's benefit. 

A prominent naval strategist said to 
the Associated Press: "I don't know 
where Rojestvonsky is at present, but 
wherever 'be is you may he sure Lhat he 
lias his entire fighting force well bunch- 
ed and is not weakening his main squad- 
run in I lie face of the enemy. While it 
is possible, of course, that he may have 
chosen to double sharply to the" west- 
ward north of Formosa and 
in the eastern sea with the purpose of 
forcing him to a complete battle, I am 
inclined to believe that he is pursuing a 
course northward outside Japan. 

"The ships whose arrival near Shang- 
hai have been reported, are nut even 
classed as so-called converted cruisers, 
bill vessels which. Hying the commercial 
flag, were usable for transport purposes 
when passing Singapore, •and the mystic 
seventeen vessels reported as being out- 
side Shanghai are probably colliers with 
perhaps a war vessel or two. 

"I should not In' surprised, however, 
if Rojestvensky detached several speedy 
liners, now converted cruisers, lor u mid 
ito ohe northward inside Hie Luchu isl- 
ands in order to paralyze Japanese com- 
merce and embarrass Togo while the 
Russian fighting squadron is pursuing its 
main objective." 



Much Damage. 

El Paso, Texas, May 20. — The Rio 
Grande river has spread over the Mes- 
sMa valley north of El Paso, and has 
done great damage to crops, especially 
alfalfa. Many adobe houses have also 
crumbled and the inhabitants have lied 
to high ground. 

A Santa Fe freight train was wreck- 
ed today as a result of the Hood under- 
mining the tracks near the river at 
Dona Anna, thirteen cars going into the 
river. 

At El Paso hundreds of men are 
working on the dykes protecting the 
lower portion of the city, strengthening 
them as the river rises. If a break 
should occur much of the Mexican part 
of tho city would be swept away.

One of these officials then rends out a 
document to the monarch, reminding him 
of the many duties he owes to the State, 
and exhorting him to the faithful perform- 
ance of the same. 

The document concludes with a mention 
of the amount of money that the Emperor 
is entitled to receive from the State to 
maintain him In a position of such great 
dignity becomingly. 

The Emperor Is then asked if the 
amount is sufficient, and on his replying to 
the nuestlon In the affirmative, Is given 
a receipt to sign for the money, which Is 
in due course lodsed to the credit of the 
Imperial account. 

The King of Portugal's salary Is never 
paid to him direct, but is vested In the 
rare of three officials, upon whom the King 
can draw whenever he requires money. 

This Is an arrangement to which the 
Ring <>r Portugal has a distinct objection, 
but as it is a very old established custom, 
his majesty would probably have some 
difficult v in having It altered. 

Each of the three purse keepers, as these

The tube wears nut 
In the ordinary course through erosion 
anil the enormous velocity of the pro- 
jectile which passes through it at the 
rate of 2,400 feet per second, and In the 
case of the Majcstlo's guns the tubes 
split. 'I'bls In no way affects the safety 
of the gun as It is constructed to with- 
stand the explosion of the charge with- 
out Hie lube. Th" latter cnti I"' replaced 
very cheaply and that gives tho gun 
a new lease of life. In tho battleships 
of the King bYI-ard class this gun 
has been Increased to 50 tons.

HOW MONARCHS ARE PAID. 

Delicate Way in Which Crowned Heads 
Receive Salaries. 

Tiie manner In which monnrchs are paid 
their salaries varies considerably. 

The Emperor of Russia, for Instance, 
says rears, m's Weekly, is the only Euro- 
pean sovereign who is entitled to draw 
from the revenues of the country over 
ivhlch lie rules whenever he pleases, and 
to almost an unlimited extent. 

All Die vast sums accruing from various 
I forms of taxation In Russia are banked 
* to the credit of two officers named the Im- 
perial treasurers, who discharge all the 
liabilities of the Russian government. 

The Czar, however, has the first call up- 
on the money paid Into It whenever lie 
wishes by simply directing the treasury 
officials to lodge so much money to his 
private account, giving him u voucher for 
the amount, 1 

Under the Russian constitution the Czar 
Is entitled to receive a seventh share of 
tho revenue of the country, and though 
he, as a mutter of fact, never draws upon 
the treasury to this extent, the Emperor 
of Russia Is yet by far the best paid and 
wealthiest of European monnrchs. 

The Emperor of Germany Is In receipt, 
of a salary of flOO.OoO per annum from the 
state, hut his Imperial Majesty has, of 
course, ninny other ways of supplement- 
ing this pay, which would be a very poor 
>r u sovereign of a great power. 
The salary Is paid Into the Emperor's 
private hanking account twice a year, the 
check for it being signed by no fewer than 
seven officials, and is finally endorsed by 
Ihe Kaiser himself. 

Tiie Emperor receives a "military and 
naval allowance," ivhlch amounts to a big 
sum, and the expenses in connection with 
the maintenance of the royal household at 
Potsdam are paid quarterly by the State 
treasury. ■ ' '' , 

King Edward receives n quarterly check 
from the paymaster-general for his salary 
as monarch, the check Is what Is known 
as a negotiable receipt, and sent to the

AN HOUR WITH THE CZAR. 

Melville B. Stone, president of the As- 
sociated Press, vii-ited Itussia last year, 
and by a talk with the Emperor, brought 
about the removal of the Uussian censor- 
ship on foreign news. Mr. Stone de- 
scribes the interview in tho -May Cen- 
tury Magazine: 

"1 was shown into an 'anteroom, where 
the 1 1 rand Duke Antlre awaited me. He 
introduced himself and chatted most 
agreeably about American affairs, until 
II door opened and 1 was usher d into the 
presence of HL- Imperial Majesty. The 
room was evidently a library. It con- 
tained well-filled book-shelves, a large 
work-table, and an American roller-;op 
desk. Without ceremony and in the 
simplest fashion, the Emperor fell to a 
consideration of the subject of my visit, 
lie was dressed in the fatigue uniform 
of tho Russian navy — braided white 
jacket and bine trousers. The interview 
lasted about half an hour. 

••I represented to His Majesty the ex- 
isting conditions, and told him of the 
dilllculties which we • neounh re I, i nd the 
desire on tlie part of his ambassador at 
Washington that Americans should see 
liussi'u with their own eyes, and that 
news should uol take on an English coloi 
by reason of our receiving it from Lou- 
don. I said lh.it we felt a large sense 
of responsibility. Every despatch <>! the 
Asocinted Press was read by one-half 
the population of the United States. 1 
aibled that Russia ami the United States

To have 
them 'at the Gorge is to defeat a very 
commendable object. If children could 
go there at night there are obvious ren- 
ins wliy they should not be encouraged 
to do so. 

In connection with future celebrations, 
a suggestion ling been mnde which is 
well worthy of serious consideration. It 
is to the effect that the 24th of May, or 
Empire Day celebration, the agricultural 
show '«nd the work of the Tourist Asso- 
ciation should be combined under one 
management so as to ensure continuity 
of effort and the -working out of attrac- 
tions upon uniform lines. A committee 
of citizens cnosen with care, acting in 
conjunction with n set of permanent nlll- 
cials, could no doubt give to each matter 
in question sufficient study and attention 
to work out a carefully prepared and 
successful programme well ahead.

ai t upon it. An organization such as lias 
fooen suggested would make it part of its 
business to keep in mind and mature 
such plans as would be acceptable and 
could bo successfully put into effect.

It is to bo hoped 
that our obstructionists in the United 
States Senate will not compel us to suf- 
fer many more lessons of this kind."

JEhfl 
westerly limits of old Canada were very In- 
definite, and may be regarded as having , 
been legally fixed by the Judicial decision 
in the Manitoba Boundary case.

THE CHANGES EXPLAINED.

According to the statement made by Mr. 
l'Ttzpatrlck la the House of Commons on 
Monday, section 10 of the autonomy hilts, 
as originally drafted, was intended to con- 
firm the religious minority in the new pro- 
vinces in the rights they now enjoy, and 
ilrst, make section 03 of the B. N. A. Act 
applicable to them, ns If they were regular- 
ly organized provinces coming into the 
union at the date of the passing of tho 
bills: second, re-enact section 11 of tho 
Northwest Territories Act of lS7o; third, 
make provision for the continuation to the 
schools of the minority of the grant now 
made In aid of education by or through 
the territorial government. 

The bringing into effect of section IK! 
of the It. N. A. Act In the constitution of 
the new provinces would be "to preserve 
any right or privilege with respect to de- 
nominational (not merely separate), schools, 
which any eluss of persons hud by lnw at 
the union." The original clause would 
'lave secured the minority; therefore, in 
»UO privileges given them by the Canadian 
Act of lSTo, which contemplated the estab- 
lishment In the Territories for the benclit 
of the religious minority of denomlnatlona' 
schools. la which religious instruction 
would .pervade the whole course of teach- 
iu. • 

Under the amended clause which has 
been given notice of, the Catholics in the 
new provinces will have in connection with 
vach state-supported school, four privileges: 
1. right of separation; 2, half-hour of re- 
ligious instruction at the close of the 
school day: 3. the right to use tho 1st and 
2nd Catholic readers In the Junior classes; 
and 1. the right to elect trustees who will 
choose the teachers for the schools. 

The difference, In fact, would be great- 
er than the statement thus sin u-ized 

would indicate. The separate schools In- 
tended to be secured under the original 
clause would be seml-rellglous institutions. 
Those under the amended clause have been 
described as not separate schools at all, 
which is perhaps putting the case more 
strongly than is Justified. They are not, 
however, what the majority of Catholics 
who concern themselves in the matter, de- 
sire. 

The difference between what Mr. Fltz- 
patrlck proposed, as set out In the original 
clause HI. and that which Mr. Si ft on agreed 
to accept, mid which Is set out In the 
amended clause, it is to he borne In mind, 
Is u concession by one section of the gov- 
ernment's supporters to the other. No 
Conservative, either moderate or bigoted, 
blue or yellow, had anything to do with 
the negotiations that resulted in the sub- 
Rtitutlon of one clause for the other. No

Ottawa, May 15.— \Y. F. Brediji, ot 
Bredin & Cornwall, Peace River, i.s at 
present In the city. In an interview 
with regard to the natural resources and 
development of tub country north an;l 
tributary to Edmonton, ne Bald: 

"The Grand Trunk Pacific will pass 
through Athabasca for a distance of 150 
utiles, on its way to the Pine liiycr Pass 
land the Pacific Ocean. The survey 
shows that it will run within 75 miles 
of the Peace River. The intervening 
country between the railway and the 
(Peace River is well adapted for general 
.settlement. The whole trade of the 
(Peace River and the Mackenzie district 
will go hy the Peace River as soon as 
the transcontinental lino passes through 
Athabasca. The waters of the Peace 
(River are navigable from the toot of the 
Rocky Mountain portage at Hudson 
Hope to the chutes below Vermilion, a 
distance of COO miles by river. Below 
the, chute it is navigable for a distance 
of ;>0() miles to Smith's Landing. Below 
Port Smith, which is at the north cud 
of Smith Rapids, there is uninterrupted 
navigation for 1,300 miles into the 
Arctic Ocean. This line of navigation 
connects at iChipewyan with Athabasca 
Luke, and at Fort Resolution with 
Ureal Slave Lake. At Fort Norman, 
on Mackenzie River, by making use ot 
Bear River, it connects with the navi- 
gation of Great Bear Lake. Great Bear 
hake is now estimated by geographers 
as the fifth largest in area in the world. 
There is navigation for steamboats in 
the river from the time the ice leaves in 
the spring until the tall. The ice dis- 
appears about the 10th of April, and the 
river closes about the end of November. 

-The country lying along the Peace 
River is well adapted for settlement. 
The navigable waters of the Fence start 
in British Columbia west of the Rockies. 
There is steamboat navigation for io 
imiles west of the mountains, to where 
the Finlay and the Parsnip rivers come 
•together. Each of these is navigable 
for York boats for 75 miles above their 
confluence. The Peace River is the 
most northern stream on this continent 
having its source west of the Rockies. 
There is Irig timber on the river west 
of the mountains, also on the Finlay mid 
the Parsnip. Last year there were a 
«reat many mining claims located near 
(Mount Selwyn. At the confluence of 
the Finlay and Parsnip there is a large 
tract of very fine farming lands, 
i "What about the settlements on the 
iPeaco River east of the Rockies - .'" 

"At Mowerby Lake, near Hudson 
Hope, south of the river, there is the 
nucleus of a white and half-breed settle- 
nueut. There is 'also a ettlement at St. 
John. This is the •headquarters for 'i> 
division of the Royal Northwest Mounted 
police, which is now engaged in survey- 
ing and building an overland route to 
the Yukon. St. John is their base. At 
this point there is a large fur trade with 
the Beaver Indians, who hunt north to 
the Nelson River. The (inns engaged 
ill this trade are the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany, Bredin & Cornwall, anil Di Des- 
jardins. There are largo deposits of iron 
aiul 'bituminous coal a few miles up the 
river. There are Roman Catholic and 
English church missions. At Dunvegan, 
il20 niilos below St. Johns, farming has 
ibeen carried on for 100 years, first by 
•the Northwest Company 'and afterward 
liv the Hudson's Bay Company. Fif- 
teen miles south of Dunvegan is the 
•Spirit River settlement, containing about 
'_»5 settlers, who farm quite extensively, 
and have largo herds of cattle and 
horses. Farming has been carried on 
■here for 18 years very successfully. 
There is a Presbyterian mission, a 
'Roman Catholic mission, and the Hud- 
son's Bay Company and Bredin & Corn- 
wall nosts. 

"Sixty miles south is the celebrated 
Grand Prairie. It is a rolling, well- 
watered country, 75 miles north and 



direction of Mr, W. A. Fraser, the well- 
known author. 

, "Forty miles below Pelican are the 
Grand Rapids, Here the goods for tin 
north are portaged across an island, ou 
which there i.s a tramway, and reloaded 
into boats and run SO miles down 
through Athabasca Rapids to Fort Mc- 
Murray, which lies at the confluence- of 
the Clearwater and Athabasca rivers, 
i "Natural gas blows out of the banks 
of the Athabasca River, between Grand 
Rapids and Fort McMurray, and below 
the hitter point the shore for about 100 
miles consists of naturally formed ns- 
p'unit. 

"At Fort McMurray the steamers 
from Smith's Landing and Chappewyan 
meet tlie freight and take it north. 

"Clearwater River is on the old route 
from Montreal to the Athabasca and 
Peace rivers, and is also the route fol- 
lowed by Sir Alexander Mackenzie when 
he made his discovery of the Mackenzie 
River, and made his overland trip to 
the Pacific in the latter part of the 
eighteenth century. It was also the 
route taken by Sir John Franklin on one 
of his explorations, ami afterwards by 
Lieut. Back and Dr. Rne, who went in 
search of Franklin. There are two 
trading posts here. From this point to 
Smith Landing is a distance of .'100 
miles. Steamboat navigation is good. 
The Hudson Bay Company, Hislo & 
Nagle. Colin Fraser and the Roman 
Catholic mission have steamers plying 
over this 300 miles. Sixteen miles be- , 
low Fort McMurray is Fort McKay, 
where there are three concerns trading 
with the Indians; 184 miles below Fort 
McKay, and on Lake Athabasca, n 
Fort Chippewytin, the centre of the 
great fur-bearing region of Athabasca j 
Lake. Here there are two large stores, | 
Protestant and Roman Catholic mis- 
sions, a saw mill and a shingle null, and 
in farm worked by the Roman Catholic 
mission, on which wheat was grown that 
received a gold medal at the Centennial 
Exhibition at Philadelphia in 187G. The 
country to the east of Chippewyan is of 
the Lanrentian formation, the same as 
that of the Lake of the- Woods, and is I 
heavily mineralized. Leaving port Clnp- | 
newyan by the Stony River, wo again 
reach the Peace River, known from 
here to the Great Slave Lake as the 
Slave River, which we follow to Smith s 
Landing. The eastern bank of the river 
is the western limit of the Laurentum 
formation, and on the western bank the 
country is alluvial in its formation. Lane 
Athabasca is one of the great fish lakes 
of the north, whitefish and lake trout 
being very plentiful. 

"Smith's Landing 1 is the beginning of 
a portage 14 miles in length, to pass the 
rapids on the Great Slave River. Here 
the river cuts through the Cariboo Moun- 
tains. Smith's Landing is a very im- 
portant steamboat point -for the _ west 
and south. At the other end oi this 
portage is Fort Smith, close to the 80th 
parallel of latitude, which is the north- 
ern boundary of Alberta. 
' "West of Fort Smith roam the omy 
wild herd of buffalo on the American 
continent. These buffalo have been 
there from time immemorial, wlucli ^ocs 
to show that there is good herbage and 
that the climate is favorable. 
, "A few miles west of Fort Smith is 
Salt River, along the banks of which 
salt, springs exist and from which the 
salt supply for the Great Slave Lake 
and Mackenzie River region is obtained. 
The salt is in springs, and forms natural 
evaporating pans, and all that one has 
to do is to shovel into a bag whatever 
he requires for consumption. It is one 
of the purest salts that can be obtained, 



Peace River Crossing i.s now the point 
at which all the freight from Edmonton 
is shipped "p and down the river. 

"Twenty miles south of Peace River 
ICrossiug is what js known' lis the Little 
Prairie, settlement, where ten .settlers 
are engaged in stoekraising and .agricul- 
ture. A short distance below the cross- 
ing there is an exposure of coal on the 
south hank of the river, and a few miles 
further down, on Tar 'Island, there is an 
exposure of tar, indicating the presence 
of petroleum. 

"Fifty miles below Peace River Cross- 
ing is Cadote River, with a half-breed 
settlement and two trading posts. Thirty 
miles below is that of Battle River. At 
Battle River there are two trading posts. 
(Eighty miles below is Wolverine Point, 
an old half-breed settlement where 
stock-raising and agriculture have been 
carried on with success for a number of 
years. There are also a Roman Cath- 
olic mission anil a couple of trading 
■posts there. 'North of Wolverine Point, 
about 50 miles, near the Hay River and 
on the Keg River, there is a French- 
Canadian halfbreed settlement. The 
French-Canadians are engaged in mixed 
farming, and raise cattle and grain. 
One of the settlers. Clement. Paul, has a 
sawmill, run by water power. 

"Eighty miles below Wolverine Point 
is 1lio old' settlement of Vermilion. Here 
last year there were 12,000 bushels of 
wheat raised, 'as well as a large quan- 
tity of barley and oats. The Hudson's 
Bay Company has a 50-barrei roller mill, 
electrically lighted. This is in latitude 
08K>- The Hudson Bay Company has 
also a sawmill, planing mill and shingle 
mill run by steam. 

"Mr. Sherridan Lawrence, who conies 
from the Eastern townships of Quebec, 
cultivates a 250-acre farm. He has 
large herds of cattle, horses and pigs. 
His pigs, when killed, average ooO 
pounds. He also owns a Hour mill, saw- 
mill, planing mill, limber mill and a 
steam thresher. The Roman Catholic 
misfiion has a Hour mill; saw mill and 
shingle mill run by water power; and 
the Hudson Bay Company has a large 
steam threshing outfit, on the south side 
of the river, which is one and a half 
miles in width. There is a Church of 
England mission, a first-class school, 
and a Roman Catholic mission and 
school. The Hudson Bay Company and 
Bredin & Cornwall have large general 
stores. Twice a year, in the fall and 
spring, large trading outfits are taken 
north SO miles to Hay River, to what is 
known as the Horse track, where the 
Indians from the Nelson River, Lake 
Bischo and Great Slave Lake come to 
trade. Luring the past winter the 
Hudson Bav Company built a 120-foot 
steamer to ply on the Upper Peace, and 
they also have a .propeller brought in 
last winter from the Lake of the Woods 
which will ply between the chutes and 
the Rockies. Around Vermilion there 
is a large white and halfbreed settle- 
ment. The halfbreeds are English- 
speaking and engaged largely iu agri- 
culture. Sixty miles below' Vermilion 
are the Chutes, near the Red River, 
which How into the Peace from the 
south, where there are also three trading 
posts." 

"You have talked so far of the Peace 
River Valley. What about the Atha- 
basca Valley ?" 

i "In order to speak of that we must go 
back to Lesser Slave Lake, which is 80 
miles south of Peace River Crossing. 
There are at Lesser Slave Lake 300 
whites and halfbreeds, and the country 
is well suited for mixed farming. It is 
well wooded and has magnificent hay 
lands and coal deposits. The lake 
abounds in whitefish. lake trout and five 
varieties of coarser fish,

RESTRICTING ANCHORAGE. 

Order-in-Council With Regard to 
Mooring in Harbor at Victoria. 

An order in council has been issued 
which states "whereas it is deemed ad- 
visable to prohibit vessels from anchor- 
ing in the harbor of Victoria, B. C, 
within the limits established by order in 
council, dated Oct. !>, 1000, excepting 
temporarily whilst measures are being 
;"ke'j to 'bring them to some of the near- 
by wharves or to move them to the up- 
per part of the harbor, 
i The Governor General in Council is 
pleased, in virtue of the provisions of 
chapter 86 of the Revised Statutes of 
'Canada, intituled "An Act respecting 
Harbor Masters" to order that the said 
order in council of Oct. 0, 1000, shall be 
land the same is liereby cancelled and 
that the following regulation be added Jo 
the general rules and regulations for the 
government of ports in 'the provinces of 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Quebec, 
Ontario, British Columbia and Prince 
Edward Island which have been made 
and established under the provisions of 
the said act by order of the Governor in 
council dated Jan. 12, 1889. 

"Section -11 — No part of the harbor 
of Victoria, B. C, situate between the 
railway bridge and the shores of James 
Bay shall 'be deemed to be an 'anchorage 
for' vessels, and vessels anchoring in this 
part of the harbor may do so only as a 
temporary expedient, and the harbor 
master is authorized to cause the Im- 
mediate removal, at his discretion, Of any 
vessel so anchoring. This regulation 
does not apply to such small vessels and 
yachts as may he permitted to moor in 
the extreme eastern part of .lames Buy. 

"The penalty incurred by the viola- 
tion o£ this regulation is a fine of $20."

WEEKLY WEATHER SYNOPSIS. 

Victoria Meteorological Office, May 17th to 
23rd, 1003. 

During this week a much needed nnd 
heavy rainfall bus taken place throughout 
the province, and in till? vicinity It was 
exceptionally heavy and continuous, and 
amounted to over two Inhces, which wns 
more thnii the total rainfall nt Victoria for 
either the mouths of April or March. On 
the Lower Mainland rata fell upon live 
days, and in Cariboo upon four. This ab- 
normal rainfall was due to the hovering 
over this province of n low barometer an a 
from the Pacific, while to the southward 
the barometer remained high, which Is 
usual during the rainy months of winter. 
No high winds occurred either on the 
Straits or Sound, and little stormy weather 
has been reported <>n the Const. The 
weather In the Territories mid Manitoba 
has been for the most part fair and mod- 
erately wjirni with showers or thunder- 
storms upon several days.

the city of Victoria feels that it cannot 
afford the expense in this particular in- 
stance, then it is a question for the 
minister of finance to consider, and not 
for me. I know of no appropriation In 
the estimates from which such ex- 
penses can be taken, but the minister 
of finance, being: more intimately ac- 
quainted with that subject than I am, 
may possibly be able to see his way to 
assist the city. 

City Roceives Fines. 
"It must not be overlooked that the 
I city of Victoria, In common with other 
j munlcipaliles, receives the fines im- 
posed within the municipality for the 
1 express purpose of enabling: the munl- 
j clpallty to bear the expense imposed 
j upon it under section 232, and it might 
with as good reason refuse to repave 
a public street, which badly needed it, 
lor provide a police force, as to refuse to 
j pay the expenses connected with the 
extradition proceedings in a proper 
case."

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• A POETS PASSION \

J Frederick Schiller and His Vari- • 

• ous Loves. • 
•

Innumerable articles In magazines 
and weeklies and dally newspapers 
about Schiller, Germany's great senti- 
mental poet, have been printed during 
recent weeks apropos of the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of his death. 
"Schiller's Message to Modern Life," 
"Schiller's Ideal of Liberty," "Schiller 
as the Friend of Goethe," "The Philos- 
ophy of Schiller" — these are some of the 
articles whose titles, at least, we read 
in the magazines. Strangely enough, 
however, one perpetually interesting 
phase" of the poetic life — a poet's loves 
— has been touched upon only lightly in 
the profusion of articles about Schiller 
tiiat have chanced to fall under our 
eye. Yet what a great part love played 
in Schiller's life his poetry certainly at- 
tests. While it is doubtless true that 
a moiety of the love lyrics were ad- 
dressed to, and inspired by, no one in 
particular, the major part must surely 
have been written under the Influence 
of genuine passion. 

The first woman to play a part in 
.Schiller's life was, as often happens, 
far older than Schiller. She was also 
the mistress of a noble duke, and after- 
ward, before Schiller ceased to think 
about her, the duke's wife. This lady, 
a woman of culture, was Franzlska von

Hohenheim, and Schiller, at fourteen, 
while he was attending the military 
academy of the duke, Karl Eugene, was 
dutifully in love with her. Indeed, 
some of the first poems Indited by this 
slim, freckled, red-headed boy, who was 
to become great, were addressed to the 
duke's mistress, Franziska, and not 
one but many of" the characters in 
Schiller's plays suggests her. This is 
notably the case in "Intrigue and Love," 
In which, a3 one might suspect, the 
duke's mistress figures in the first, not 
In the second, part of the play. 

But it was mere boy love — quite In- 
nocent; and when, at twentytwo, Schil- 
ler left his studies and set up as a doc- 
tor in Stuttgart, he lost little time In 
falling In love — with his landlady! Her 
name prosily was Frau Lulse Vischer, 
but Schiller called her Laura, and wrote 
about her after this intense fashion: 

1 

"How Is it that my Laura's kiss 
Brings to the cheek a rosy flood, 

Quickens the heart with gathering bliss 
And madly stirs my fevered blood ? 

"Each nerve beyond its tension springs 
The bursting veins would overflow, 

Body to body frenzied clings, 
And souls expire in amorous glow." 

From which one may infer either that 
Schiller's first landlady was of favor- 
able disposition, or that the poet al- 
ready possesed an o'erleaping imagina- 
tion. But hot as was, apparently, the 
first real passion of this young doctor- 
poet, it lasted not very long. Forced to 
Ilee from Stuttgart because of the anger 
of the duke, Schiller tpund an asylum 
In the cottage of Frau Von Wolzogen at 
Bauerbach, and promptly fell in love 
with young flaxen -haired Frauleln 
Lotte Von Wolzogen. Apparently, how- 
ever, this was not so burning an emo- 
tion as that he had cherished for 
"Laura," for when, shortly afterward, 
he' had loft the Bauerbach cottage. 
Schiller was content to write of his 
passion In tender letters to Lotte's 
mother! 

But from this point the poet's love af- 
fairs come thick and fast, driven, it ap- 
pears, by the spur of propinquity. As 
the poet had first fallen in love with 
his landlady, when with another land- 
lady's daughter, what could lie more 
natural than the third young woman to 
send him into poetically erotic trans- 
ports should be the daughter of his pub- 
lisher? — a vivacious young lady named 
Margareta Schwan, who, according to 
one biographer, lip thought seriously of 
making Ills wife (us lie did Lotte, for 
that matter). When ho left Mannheim, 
we are told, he went with "Don Carlos 
in his brain ami with Margareta at his 
heart." 

Meanwhile, mixed with this affection 
for the fair frauleln was perhaps a 
deeper one for a fairer frau, one Char- 
lotte von Kalb, married to a major, to 
whom Schiller wrote poems, anil whose 
enthusiastic praise stimulated his 
vouthful ardor. The relation was very 
close, so that her husband talked of di- 
vorce and made arrangements for the 
division of their property. The chief 
why the divorce was not finally 
s Schiller's faithlessness to 
thfi lady upon the appearance of a new 
love. She. however, was not content to 
have him drift away, even though their 
relationship was reprehensible, and was 
insanely jealous. She held him, we are 
told, guilty of infidelity as base as that 
with which Frau von Stein in her fury 
charged Goethe. She even wrote an- 
onymous letters to Lotte, when Schiller 
' to her. This 



will wake up and find that It has at 
its command the biggest publishing 
organization in the world, issuing every 
year the most fascinating reading the 
British public could desire. There is 
no doubt about it. There Is not a pub- 
Usher in England who could not make 
his fortune out of Blus Books, If the 
government would place Its organiza- 
tion at his disposal. He would do what 
no government has yet had the enter- 
prize to do — appoint a Blue Book edi- 
tor. When he comes, we shall throw 
aside our novels and pick up our Blue 
Books. 

Nobody has yet, so far as one has 
seen, picked out the one really great 
book of last year. Mr. Hlchens made 
his mark with "The Garden of Allah." 
Mrs. Thurston made a reputation with 
"John Chilcote." But the book of the 
year was not written by one man. It 
had sixty-eight authors, moat of whom 
had never written a book before. They 
were thirty-three doctors, six school 
and factory inspectors, eighteen secre- 
taries and social workers, a bishop, a 
Salvation Army colonel, two generals, 
two teachers, three authors, and two 
members of Parliament. Their book 
had 504 pages and 750,000 words, and it 
was published under the title "Minutes 
of FAddenco Taken Before the Inter- 
Departmental Committee on Physical 
Deterioration." There is not a pag« in 
this astonishing book which does not 
teem with original facts and sugges- 
tions, and the whole of it is vital t'j the 
nation. Yet. though It costs but 4s Id, 
only a few hundred people have 
bought it. For it Is only a. Blue Book. 

When the government editor comes 
along ho will reissue this great book In 
handy form, and we shall all give up 
our evenings to reading "The Decay of 
England: By Its Closest Thinkers and 
Observers." At present it is only what 
Professor Huxley called "A parliamen- 
tary paper which nobody reads." 

In a maze of underground passages 
under a maze of narrow streets in the 
city, packed closely In thousands and 
tens of thousands of cases, are the 
typed pages of last year's Blue Books. 
I( you were to count them they would 
ruii up, perhaps, to six figures. Even 
Mr. Eyre, who has handled Blue Books 
here for fifty years, or Mr. Hugh Spot- 
tlswoode himself, must be lost some- 
times in tne narrow ways between these 
"formes" of type, which reach from 
or to ceiling.
